The Public Administrator said to 
Stuckman: 

“While you may have acted in good 
faith and with no ultierior motives, that 
does not excuse you. There is a penalty 
attached to such an unusual proceed- 
ing. If I do not succeed in finding the 
missing stocks it may be necessary 
when I come to make my own show- 

$ng to cause you to give an account 
‘ of just what you destroyed.”

Troll got a trace of relatives or ac- 
quaintances other than persons in the 
hotel, who knew little of her history. 

“The fact that these certificates are 
mising, together with any other papers 
that might give a key to Mrs. Long’s 
estate, and that widespread publicity 
has failed to cause any of the missing 
property to be delivered to me, is cause 
enough for explanation on the part of 
the persons who took the law into their 
own hands by meddling in the dead 
woman's atfair&,’’ said Mr. Troll. 
Friend Is Periarbed, 

Karl Stuckman was greativ perturbed 
when informed of the contemplated ac- 
@en of Public Administrator Troll to 
hale into court persons reported to have 
destroyed papers of Mrs. Long. 
“This is a frightful predicament for 
one who tried to perform the last of- 
fices for a friend,” said Mr. Stuck-

els. I could not have profited by mis- 
representating this stock. I have my 
doubts about there being any stock.” 

Now that the friends of Mrs. Long 
have broken their silence concerning 
her death, Mr. Troll is dividing his at- 
tention between recovering the missing 
stock certificates and finding the miss- 
ing son, Woodward Bertrand. 

New York Woman a Clew. 

A possible new factor in the case is 
Mrs. P. C. Coddington of Winona Cot- 
tage, Lock Shelidrake, Sullivan County, 
N. Y., who has written to the manage- 
ment of the MonticeHo Hotel, asking for 
minute details of Mrs. Long’s death. 
Mr. Troll understands that Mrs. Cod- 
dington received a visit from Mrs. Long 
and her son within a year past, which 
would disprove the impression that she 
had not seen Woodward Bertrand for 
four years preceding her Ceath. It is 
believed that Mrs. Coddington may fur- 
nish a clew,to the whereabouts of the 
heir. 

Dr. Harry Long, the second husband 
of the dead woman, first said to huve 
died of consumption in the West, is 
alive, according to his cousin, S. N., 
Long, head of the S. N. Long ware- 
house, 827 Gratiot street. Dr. Long and 
Mrs. Long were divorced, according io 
S. N. Long. 

Dr. Long is now engaged with his 
father in the fruit preserving business 
in San Francisco. Mr. Long says that 
the removal of his cousin by divorce as 
a possible claimant for the estate of 
Mrs. Long, leaves only one heir, Wood- 
ward Bertrand. 

The value of the Long estate will be 
enhanced if Mr. Troll has been credibly 
informed that Mrs. Long owned a block 
of shares of the American Smelting and 
Refining Co. Mr. Stuckman told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that he knew Mrs. 
Long owned a block of stock in a hard- 
Ware manufacturing concern in Colum- 
bus, O., the annual meetings of which 
company she always attended. 

Allowance Censed at Death. 

According to Mrs. Long’s friend, Mr. 
Stuckman, her allowance from the es- 
tate of her first husband, Capt. Ber- 
trand, who died in New Orleans, ceased 
with ‘her death. 

Mr. Troll will now make a minute 
inventory of Mrs. Long’s personal ef- 


fects in his possession. The estimated 
value of paintings, gowns, furs and jew- 
eiry in her trunks is $7500.

Todd Beat Dentist After 
Receiving Anonymous Let- 
ters and Was Stabbed. 


MRS. TODD ANNOYED 


Dr. Paul Fixed Her Teeth, 
They Were Friends, Then 
She Cut Him. 





Enraged by anonymous letters sent to 
his wife and himself, M. I. Todd, sten- 
der and below medium height, pursued 
Dr. H. C. Paul, 6 feet tall and athletic, 
for two blocks, in Granite City, bran- 
dishing a horsewhip all the way. Dr. 
Paul, when overtaken, stabbed Todd 
twice in the neck with a pocketknife, in- 
flicting dangerous wounds. 

Todd was in bed Friday. Dr. Paul, at 
liberty on bond, resumed the prepara- 
tions for a vacation journey which were 
interrupted by the attempted horsewhip- 
ping. He is charged with assault with 
a deadly weapon. 

The pursuit, which started at the Big 
Four Depot, was witnessed by hundreds 
of persons just at dusk Thursday. 

The families of Todd and Dr. Paul 
are neighbors in a row of flats at Nine- 
teenth and B streets, Granite City. Dr. 
Paul, who is a dentist, did extensive re- 
pair work on Mrs. Todd's’ teeth, finish- 
ing the task a year ago. 

Kept Up Acquaintance, 

The acquaintance between the dentist 
and his patient continued after the 
work was completed. | 

“Last February,’’ said Mrs. 
a Post-Dispatch reporter in her hus- 
band’s presence Friday, ‘‘I made up my 
mind to get rid of Dr. Paul, and I quit 
speaking to him and to his wife and 
stepdaughters. 

‘Some time later I got the first of 
several anonymous letters, pritned out 
with a lead pencil. They were of a 
Slanderous character. I showed them 
to my husband, and he turned them 
over after a time to a Government 
Postoffice Inspector. 

“A few days ago my husband got a 
letter of the same sort, but in hand- 
writing that he thought he recognized. 
He told me he meant to make Dr. Paul 
explain the letter.’’ 

Todd followed Dr. Paul when he saw 
the dentist start for the depot Thurs- 
day evening. On the depot platform 
he confronted Dr. Paul, drew a letter 
from his pocket and demanded that Dr. 
Paul apologize for having written it. 
“I didn’t write it,” said the dentist. 
“T don’t know anything about it.’’ 


Draws Riding Whip. 


Todd drew a long riding whip from 
beneath his coat and struck at Dr. Paul. 
The end of the lash reached its mark, 
but Dr. Paul did not await another 
blow. He turned and ran. 
Overtaking the dentist once, Todd 
struck him with whip. Just as he 
was about to overtake him again, 
Paul drew his Knife and turned on 
Todd. Todd fell as he struck at Paul, 
and the dentist jumped upon him and 
drove the knife twice into his neck. 
The sccone time, wounding Todd just 
under the left jaw, he almost reached 
the jugular vein. 

Dr Paul then ran to the police 
stetion and gave himself up. He gave 
$500 bond for appearance before Jus- 
tice Kinder Friday afternoon, with 
the understanding that the case 
would then be continued for a week 
or longer. 

Todd, his physician says, will be 
unable to leave the house for a week, 
perbaps for two weeks. 

Had to Punish Him. 

“I had to punish Dr. Paul in de- 
fense of my home and my honor,’ 
wus 41) Todd would say Friday. He 
irtimvated that he expected the postal 
authorities to act in the case soon. 

Dr. Paul denied that he had given 
Todd provocation for the scene. He 
said he knew nothing of the letters, 
and wos acquainted with Mrs. Todd 
only in a professiona] way. He said 
he expected to remove from Granite 
City scon. going Probably to Chicago. 

Mrs. Todd is 28 years old, with Black 
hair and blue eyes. Dr. Paul's wife 
has © grown daughter, Miss “Florence 
Ifassett. who was going with her 
mothef and stepfather to Jerseyville 
Thursday night. He had gone to 
ebeck their baggage when he was at- 
tacked.

Standing his emphatic avowals that it is 
a Case of mistaken identity, A. T. Da- 


vidson was arrested here today and ac- 
cused of a murder committed 28 years 
ago in Macon County, Missouri. 

The assertion is made by Sheriff 
Graves that Davidson is none other than 
B. F. Drinkard, who escaped from the 
Macon Jail after being convicted of a 
farm tenant’s murder and sentenced to 
YI years in the Penitentiary. 

Drinkard disappeared completely. He 
left absolutely no clew that could be 
traced and at no time since then has 
there ever been the slightest intima- 
tion of his whereabouts, or even that 
he still lived, until the arrest today of 
Davidson. 

Declares 


19.—Notwith- 


Arrest a Mistake. 

The prisoner here insists that he is 
not Drinkard; that he is in absolute ig- 
norance of the Missouri crime; that he 
can prove he was not in Macon County 
when the killing occurred, and that the 
authorties have made a serious mis- 
take. 

All of Davidson’s declarations are sub- 
stantiated by his. sister-in-law, Mrs. 
Woodrow, who says she was with Da- 
vidson throughout 1879, the year in 
which the tenant was slain, and that her 
relative was not near the scene of the 
crime. 

Sheriff Graves, however, is -positive in 
his statement that Davidson is Drink- 
ard. The officer asserts that he was in 
court when Drinkard was convicted and 
that he cannot be in error. 

Seen by Man on Street. 

It seems that when the congressional 
convention was held here recently, a 
Mr. White of Comanche County saw 
Davidson on the street and claims to 
have recognized him as Drinkard. 
White deliberated on the matter for 
some time and then, being satisfied in 
his own mind that his conclusion as 
to the man’s identity was correct, he 
notified Sheriff Graves. 

The Sheriff has communicated with 
the Macon County authorities and ex- 
pects his identification to be verified 
by them. Davidson has expressed no 
unwillingness to be confronted by any- 
body from Macon who formerly knew 
Drinkard, though it is believed there 
are few persons in that vicinity now 
who could make the identification posi- 
tive, even if Davidson were Drink- 
ard. 

Davidson is being held in custody 
here pending advices from Macon.

Officers of the steamer Tennessee, aft- 
er checking over the names of the crew, 
announced Friday that all had been 
accounted for. River men consider it 
marvelous that no one was drowned 
when the packet was swept against the 
east pier of the Eads Bridge Thursday 
afternoon. 


The damage to the boat by reason 
6f thé accident is variously estimated 
at from $1000 to $2500, Capt. William 
Young placing it at the former figure. 
The most unusual feature of the ac- 
cident was the escape of’ Pilot Anthony 
Burbach, Arthur Pennock,’'a_ 15-year- 
old cabin boy, and eight negroes by 
Climbing from the texas deck up on 
the héavy iron tubing that forms the 
semi-circular arch between the east 
and central piers of the bridge. They 
were able to grasp the tubing as the 
Tennessee was driven under the bridge. 
Once on the tubing they picked their 
steps along it to the lower floor of the 
bridge, where the railroad tracks are. 
They walked out on the East St. Louts 
side of the bridge. Jack Leonard, mate, 
jumped into the river when the crash 
occurred, but was picked up by a tug.

Clifford B. Allen. referee in the ouster

Allen finds the 
charges of the State are sustained, and 
his report is accepted by the courts, the 
company may be fined $70,000 in addition 
to losing its charter. If he should de- 
cide against the State, Sager could ex- 
cept to the decision and ask the Court 
to pass upon the case. 

The company concluded the taking of 
testimony Thursday and Referee Allen 
heard the arguments. “Sager denounced 
Over-capitalization of corporations 4s 
third-degree larceny and as a crime 
which menaced the country. 

He said the Polar Wave company was 
Over-capitalized $/00,000. The capital of 
the company is $1,800,000. Sager declared 
that it had been shown that the com- 
pany was not legitimately organized, 
and was merely an organization to con- 
trol the ice business or St. Louis. As 
such, he asserted, it was violating the 
laws of the State. 

Argument on Consolidations., 

Assistant Circuit Attorney Loomis 
Johnson opened the argument for the 
State. He discussed the law controlling 
the organization of corporations and the 
consolidation of competing companies. 
He declared the facts showed that there 
was a consolidation or amalgamation of 


four retail and three wnolesale ice com- 
panies into one company, which, he 
held, was in violation of the anti-trust 
statutes. 

He asserted the facts did not show a 
sale of the constituent companies to 
the Polar Wave Ice and Fuel Co., but 
the stockholders in the constituent 
companies had merely exchanged their 
holdings for stock in the new concern. 
Any combination which had a tendency 
to restrict free trade and ocmpetition, he 
said, was in violation of the law. 

Attorney Charles Nagel, speaking in 
behalf of the ice company, said that 
what had been done in the organization 
of the Polar Wave Ice and Fuel Co. 
was justified by every rule of commer- 
cial action. In view of the conditions 
under which the suit had been brought 
Mr. Nagel said that he had advised his 
client to throw no obstacle in the way 
of the State; not to rely upon technical 
objections to prevent the development 
of facts, but to suply the fullest infor- 
mation required as to the plan of. or- 
ganization. 


Thinks Wrong Party Sued. 
He said it appeared to him, if the 
State’s theory was correct, that more 
than two corporations could not merge 


into one, that action had been insti- 
tuted against the wrong parties. The 
suit should have been brought against 
the persons who organized the corpora- 
tion and not against the corporation it- 
self. 

He contended that in the organization 
of the Polar Wave company there had 
been a bona fide and outright purchase 
of the constituent companies. It was 
not an amalgamation, he said, but an 
actual transfer of all properties to the 
new corporation. 

He denied that the company was 
over-capitalized at $1,800,000 and said the 
State had failed to show wherein the 
capitalization was excessive. Mr. Na- 
gel said there was no inducement to 
over-capitalize the company, as_ this 
was not a stock jobbing concern, and 
its stock was never offered for sale to 
the public.

The body of a well-dressed man, 
supposed tobe Herman Dorrtes of 313 
Trudeau avenue, St. Louis, was found 
Friday in Cahokia creek at East St. 
Loule. A letter from his wifa and a 
new pair of shoes for a child, found 
in his pockets, indicate that he was 
on his way to Breese, Ill, to see his 
wife and baby, when he was drowned. 
The body was found among. the 
driftwood at the Baltimore & Ohio 
Southwestern Railway trestle across 
the creek north of the Relay Depot, 
by railroad men, who notified the po- 
lice. 

As the water in the creek has been 
backing up for several days, it is be- 
lieved that the body floated up stream. 
It is possible that it may have drifted 
up from the river, but this is improb- | 
able, and the ‘supposition is that he 
was drowned in the creek while on his 
way to the Relay Depot to take a train 
for Breese or that he fell from atrain 
on the bridge approach as it was cro6s- 
ing the creek. 

The letter found in his pocket was 
dated Breese, June 2.

In his pockets besides the letter and 
shoes were a gold watch and §1.4°.

Circuit Attorney Declares All 
Armed Toughs Should 
Be Arrested.

IS NOT HIS  BUSINESS| 
Says Men With Pistols Should 
Be Sentenced to the 
Workhouse. 











A reporter for the Post-Dispatch asked 
Circuit Attorney Sager Friday what he 


would do to reform the “border town” 
conditions which he said existed in St. 
Louis. 

“I would enforce the law against the 
carrying of concealed weapons,’ said 
Mr. Sager. “It is getting so that nearly 
every day there is a killing, and it’s 
all because the laws against carrying 
revolvers are not enforced rigidly 
enough.’”’ 

“Whose fault is that—yours or some 
other official’s?’’ 


Puts tt Up to Police. 

“It's certainly not my fault,’ he said. 
“IL prosecute all cases that get to me, 
in which a prosecution is warranted by 
the facts.’’ 

“Then whose fault 
would you correct it?’’ 

“For a correction of this evil I would 
Suggest that the police and the police 
court and the Court of Criminal Correc- 
tion carry out the recommendations 
made by every grand jury that has been 
in session since I have been in office. 
Every grand jury, in its report, has 
called attention to the pistol-toting evil 
and has advised the police to suppress 
it vigorously.’’ 

“How would -you. step it?’ 

“I would have the police watch con- 
stantly for toughs who ecarry pistols 
and arrest every one and then the 
courts ought to send every guilty man 
to the Workhouse for six months. Did 
you ever hear of a man going to the 
Workhouse in this city for six months 
for carrying a revolver? No, I guess 
not. That is what is needed—a vigor- 
ous enforcement by the Police Depart- 
inent and its courts of the concealed 
weapon law. 

Punishment Should Be Heavy. 

“The Court of Criminal Correction 
stopped the policy games by a system 
of heavy fines. It can stop the pistol 
toting habit by the same system. With- 
in the last few months ‘Red’ McAuliffe, 
2ex McDonald, Louis Finger!in and Ga- 
gel have each died from bullet wounds, 
and in each case we could not convict 
because the dying man refuesed to tell 
who shot him. We don’t need new 
legislation to stop this reign of crime. 
There is law enough and the jury sys- 
tem is all right. What is needed Is 
vigorous enforcement of existing law.”’ 

Police Judge Tracy agreed with Mr. 
Sager that the police ought to watch 
the toughs and arrest every one found 
carrying a revolver. But, Judge Tracy 
thought, all ‘gun toters’” who came 
into the Court of Criminal Correction 
were sufficiently punished when proven

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BALLOON BOUNCES 
ALONG ON CLOUD 


Wilbur Wright Makes Ascent to 
Test Nerve and Describes 
Flight. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch and 
New York World. 


PARIS, July 19.—Wilbur Wright, air- 
ship inventor, ascended in a balloon 
from St. Cloud Wednesday and, after 
bouncing on the clouds for a portion of 








the 80 miles traversed by the gasbag, 
reached the ground iin safety and 
filled with enthusiasm. His nerve 
stood the test. 

With Wright were J. E. Harrington 
and another American, as passengers. 
Alan R. Hawley and Charles Levee 
were pilots. 

For an hour after the start the hbal- 
loon hovered in the ‘misty atmosphere 
and then pierced the dark clouds into 
the sunshine. The descent was effect- 
ed at Charpentrie, 10 miles from Or- 
leans. Mr. Hawley said today: 
Shadow on the Clouds, 
“Conditions at 3000 feet were perfect. 
The shadow of the balloon on the clouds 
was so clearly defined that if a pas- 
senger raised his hand it was reflected. 

‘‘Another curious fact was that the 
balloon bounced like a rubber ball on 
the clouds, reflecting the sun’s heat 
from the clouds and expanding the gas 
during the voyage.” 

Mr. Wright, although always secre- 
tive about his invention, said that aero- 
planes some day would be superseding 
railroad trains. They would be speedier 
land subject to fewer obstructions. How- 
ever, he said, while commercially aero- 
planes would become valuable, it would 
be a long time before they crossed the 
ocean. 








Pilot Hawley Injured, 

Mr. Wright was much interested in 
the descent, which was made in a 
strong surface wind. He remarked that 
with an aeroplane one may choose the 
exact spot for the descent. At 10 feet 
above a wheat field Mr. Hawley pulled 
the rip cord and. the balloon dropped 
into the field, doing damage for which 
the owner charged $6. Mr. Hawley 
fell against a sand bag and hurt his 


leg. 

The trip of nearly eighty miles last- 
ed three hours and (fifteen minutes. 
The balloonists passed the night at Or- 
leans and returned to Paris yesterday 
morning.

This move hed been pre- 
ceded by persistent reports of changes

of the retirement of Mr. Felton from 
the office of President ef the Alton. 
So far as Mr. Felton’s work as execu-

As the Harriman party have no strong- 
er operating execution in the West than 
Mr. Felton, the information that drifted 
westward from New York that he was 
slated to succeed Howard Elhott, whom 
James J. Hill, for the Northern Securi- 
ties Co., placed at the head of North- 
ern Pacific, was readily believed. 

The interest in the future of Presi- 
dent Felton of the Alton was made 
more acute in St. Louls by conjecture 
as to whom the Rock Island would 
choose for the executive head of the 
road, and the report that Vice-Presi- 
dent C. R. Gray of the 8t.

Statement.

SAN PDTEGO, Cal, July 19.—Mar- 
guerite M:z'll, daughter of Fred H. 
Magill of Clinton, Ill., has made an ex- 
plicit statement in regard to the arrest 
of hér father and stepmother on the 
charge of murdering the first Mrs. Ma- 


gill. 

Miss Magill says the prosecution is 
all spite work on the part of an aunt 
who has always hated the first Mrs. 
Magill. . 

Miss Magill says she and Faye 
Graham had always been chums and 
that Faye Graham and Marguerite’s 
mother were the best of friends. Miss 
Magill positively identifies the letters 
purporting to have been written by her 
mother as being in her mother’s hand- 
writing. 

It is learned that Miss Magill has 
been kept apart from her parents by 
order of State’s Attorney Miller of I)- 
linois, although her father has  fre- 
quently expressed a wish to see her 
since his arrest. 


Mrs, Magill Wanted Divorce. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CLINTON, IIL, July 19.—It developed 
today that Mrs. Pet Magill wanted her 
husband to apply fora divorce, and the 
matter was discussed in the family. 
Magill, it is said, was afraid of public 
opinion and refused to ask for a divorce. 

An important statement was made to- 
Gay by Dr. J.. €. Meyers, for many 
years the Magill family Physician, who 
was present at the exhumation of Mrs. 
Magill’s body by Health Commissioner 
Evans and other physicians. 

Dr. Meyers said that the body bore 
every evidence that death was brought 
about by chloroform. 

“The brain and chest were congested,” 
he said. ‘There was no rigidity such 
as strythnine would have brought about 
and no sign of convulsions; the muscles 
were flexible.’’ 

Gave Her Headuche Tablets. 

Dr. Meyers said also that he often 
gave Mrs. Magill headache and heart 
tablets containing minute quantities of 
strychnine and arsenic. He thought 
there might be traces of these poisons 
i the woman’s stomach if she had taken 
many tablets recently. 

This places the Possibility of doubt in 
the situation, even if the Chicago au- 
topsy shows traces of arsenic or strych- 
nine, and makes the case doubly hard 
for the State. 

The physicians who attended Mrs. Ma- 
gill said she had been failing steadily

Cc. G. Oakman, a member of the un- 
dertaking firm that prepared the body 
of Mrs. Pet Magill for burial, stated to- 
day that there were no marks of vio- 
lence on the body when it was first bur- 
ied, nor last night when it was ex- 
humed. The statement had been made 
that the body had bruises on it when 
found on the morning of May 31, when 
the discovery was made that the wife 
was dead.

When Dr. Meyers reached the 
room the fumes of chloroform were 
overpowering, and lingered for some 
time after the discovery was made, 
probably an hour longer. Near the 
body was found an etght-ounce bottle 
labeled ‘‘Chloroform.”’ It was learned 
that she had purchased the chloroform 
in smaller quantities, one or two ounces 
at a time, most of it, according to re- 
port, coming from the drug store of 
George Mitchell. j 


Mr. Mitchell stated that one month 
before her- death Mrs. Magill entered 
the store and asked for some chloro- 
form, stating that she wished to use it 
for cleaning a silk waist. Again, about 
two weeks before her death, she pur- 
chased both chloroform and strychnine, 
the first she said to be used in destroy- 
ing some kittens and the second for the 
destruction of some rats. There was 
no perceptible agitation when the poi- 
son was bought and the woman gave no 
indication that she was purchasing the 
poison for other purposes,

LYNCHING WAS PLANNED 





Italians Were Found Guilty, 
but Verdict Eliminated 
Hanging. 





(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 
HAHNVILLE, La., July 19.—Two 
companies of State troops are guarding 
the County the 


lynching of the four Italian kidnapers 
whom a jury found guilty of murdering 
little Walter Lamana, but at the same 
time designated that there should be 
no capital punishment. 

The soldiers, acting upon the orders of 
Gov. Blanchard, reached the Jail late 
last night, after passing through a mob 
of several hundred persons at Gretna, 
La., who tried to induce the train crew 
to sidetrack the “‘militia special.”” The 
mob hoped thereby to get to Hahnville 
first. 

Advices from Gretna say that early 
this morning the posse there dispersed 
after several conferences. It was com- 
posed of about 300 men. 

To Be Sentenced Soon, 

The prisoners will be sentenced prob- 
ably on “Monday by Judge Edrington, 
who must give them life imprisonment. 
They may, however, under the Louisi- 
ana laws, go free at the end of 1b 
years for good behavior and mitigating 
circumstances. 

Those convicted of the boy’s death 
were Mr. and Mrs. Campiasciano, Col- 
lagero Gendusa and Tony Costa. 

The verdict was reached yesterday 
after the jury had been out 4 minutes 
and at the close of a four days’ trial. 

An hour afterward it was reported 
that preparations for a lynching were 
under way, as the failure to inflict 
capital punishment on the men was re- 
garded as undue leniency. A physician 
of prominence gave out @ statement, 
declaring ‘‘that the good people of St. 
Charles repu@jated the verdict” and 
calling it a ‘“‘prostitution of justice.”’ 

The verdict, however, was generally 
accepted in the woman’s case. 

The prisoners were returned to the 
St. Charles Parish Jail, an isolated 
structure, standing in the fields a quar- 
ter of' a mile away from any habitation 
except the Sheriff's house and the 
Courthouse. It was deemed unwise to 
take the prisoners back to New Or- 
leans by train last night, since the rai'- 
road would have to take them through 
a somewhat wild country on the west 
bank of the river and outside the city. 

The Sheriff, who has the prisoners in 
confinement, has repeatedly declared 
that he can prevent lynching of the 
Italians in his parish, and he Is looked 
upon as capable of defending the men 
in almost any emergency. 

e Murder Not Proven. 

In the four days’ trial which closed 
yesterday the State did not succeed in 
proving that any of the accused com- 
mitted the actual murder. It was testl- 
fied that Campisciano and his wife 
shielded the kidnapers from capture, 
even throwing the police off the trail 
when they were within a short distance 
of the boy’s hiding place an hour before 
his murder. Testifying in his own de- 
fense today, Campisciano did not deny 
this, but claimed that he had been 
forced by threats of death to act as 
he did. 

Collagero Gendusa was the go-between 
for the ransom money, and Costa, ac- 
cording to witnesses, Was the actual 
kidnaper, who stole the boy and gave 
him to the kidnapers. Costa denied this 
while testifying in his own defense to-
